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The fact that Nancy Evans only had one child strongly suggests 
that she died not long after Wheeler was born. Perhaps she 

died in childbirth as you suggest. Men, especially if they had 
children, usually remarried soon after the death of a wife. 

Yet you say John did not remarry until 1669. If Nancy died 

in the early 1860's, then John stayed a widower for an unusually 
long time. If Nancy did not die until the late 1860s and John’ 
remarried soon after why did Nancy not have any more children? 
And why was wheeler raised by maiden aunts instead of his father

I can 
tell you that John L. Evans served in Company A of the 7th 
Battalion Mississippi Infantry during the civil War. He was 
enlisted 24 April 1862 in Jasper county by L.B. Pardue. He 
was elected to the the rank of 4th Sergeant. A few months later 
in Sept. or Oct. he was elected 3rd sergeant. : 

John was apparently captured sometime between June 30 and 

Oct. 31 1862. ‘This was probably at the Battle of luke or 

Corinth. He was soon paroled. He was captured again at 
Vicksburg on 4 July 1863 and again paroled. 

The Confederate scidiers who were paroled at Vicksburg signed 
a pledge saying they would not take up arms against the United 
States again. ‘he Confederate Army ignored this pledge and 
ordered the paroled soldiers to report for duty. John was 
court martialed on 24 February 1864, probably for not reporting 
fast enough, and was reduced in rank to private. 

John was captured yet again at Nashville on 16 December 
1864.: This time he was sent to Louisville, Ky and then to 


Camp Chase, Ohio where he remained for the rest of the war. 


He took the oath of allegiance to the United states on 12 June no 
1865 and was released. His POW records give his home as Jasper sy 
, 
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County, Miss. He was describeca as having a dark complexion, * 


black hair, and brown eyes, He was 5' 16" tall. Some other 
soldiers named Evans were described as having similar coloring 
(as did my own grandmother) and I believe that the Evans were 
part Indian.

County, .MS about 181U. Isaac settled about 7 miles west of 
where Mobile is today. i'm not sure where Lemuel settled, 
but it may have been somewhere around Ellisville. 

In 1820 Lemuel Evans was listed onthe Covington County, MS 
| census. Right after him was Redding Wade. Lemuel Evans is also 
on the 1¢3u and 18640 census of Jones County. On the 1840 census 
there is a man between 90 and 100 years cld in Lemuel's 

There was also a woman who was between 80 and 904 I assume that 
these people were the parents of Lemuel Evans and that the man 
“was the dohn Evans who J.F.H. Claiborne met in his travels 
-through the Piney Woods in 124 


a 
Lemuel Evans was to to fifteen years clder than his wife 
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Priscilla. This strongly suggests that Priscilla was Lemuel's 
second wife. I don't know who his first wife was, but I think 
he had at least one child by her. Lemuel Evans must have died 
sometime in the 1840s, . 
Circumstantial Evidence suggests that Lemuel had a sister 

“named Phebe and that Phebe married Isaac Wade. There seems 

to be a very close connection between the Evans family and 
Isaac Wade. 

Of Course, we know that Redding Wade was married to Mary 
Evans. Redding wade was born in Lenoir County, NC about 1796. 
On 5 November 1812 he enlisted in the regular U.S. Army in 
Cartaret County, NC near Lenoir County.” He served five years 
in the army and was discharged 4 November 1817 at Baton Rogue, 
LA. He moved to Washington County, AL for awhile, but was almost 
certainly living in Covington County, MS on 20 November 14819 
when he married Mary Evans in that county. He was in Jones 
County in 1¢30 but moved to Jasper County prior to 1840. 

Who was Mary Evans? I can't say for sure, but Redding and 
Mary named one of their sons Lemuel Evans Wade. ‘his son was 
obviously named after Lemuel Evans. The ages of Lemuel and 
Mary suggest that Mary was Lemuel's daughter. She was not 
necessarily Priscill'ta caughter. If Mary was Lemuel's daughter, 
she was probably born of his first wife whoever she was. 

Lemuel Evans was dead by 1850 but his widow Priscilla was 
living in Jones County with James M. Evans who must have been 
her son. James Evans's wife must have been dead, but John L. 
Evans was living with the family. ‘There was also a child | 
riamed Ellsberry in the family who was described as a 12 year old 
boy. Actually Ellsberry was a girl. She married Maston 
Grantham and became my great great grandmother. 

Several men in the Evans family were politicians. Even 
though the courthouses in Ellisville and Paulding burned it 
is possible to learn to a great extent who ‘was elected to 
public office in Jones and Jasper Counties. When an election 
was held in any county in Mississippi, the results of that 


election were sent to Jackson. Beginning in the 1850's

.- there are no records, don't believe it. I haven't looked 


through all the available records for the 1840s so these people 


may have heid more offices than I am giving here. 


James M. Evans was serving as a Justice cf the Peace 


on 15 July 183¢. On 31 May 1839 he was elected sheriff of Jones 


‘County to fill the vacany left by the resignation of Thomas L. 


Mott. On 17 October 1648 James M. Evans was serving as Judge 
of the Probate Court of Jones County a job that he was still 
holding on 16 March 1849 and on 22 October i849. 

Sometime between 1850 and 1853 James M. Evans moved to 
Jasper County. In 1853 James was elected Justice of the Peace 
from the SW Beat of Jasper County. On 7 November 1855 he was 
re-elected. On 3 November 1864 James as again elected J.P. for 
the SW District. On 25 November 1865 he was again elected 
J.P. and once more on 15 November 1866. 

John L. Evans was elected J.P. from the SW District of 
Jasper County on 14 Oct. 1858 and was re-elected on 25 October 
1860. He was re-elected on 15 November 1862 which is a little 
odd since he was in the army at the gime. He was elected tax 
assessor of Jasper county on 23 April 186€9 but declined to 
serve. I don't kuow why he declined to serve, but it apparently 
had something to do with Special Order #82 issued by some federal 
officer. 

Lemuel. Evans was elected Justice of the Peace in Jones County. 
on 28 May 1832. William P. Evans was elected Ranger of Jones 
County in 1839. 

John Moffett was elected surveyor of Jones County in 1835 
and was elected treasurer of the county in 1836 and 1837. 

Maston Grantham was elected constable of the SW Beat of 
Jasper County on 15 November 1866. :

The Evan family is of ancient Welsh descent, tracing back to the Roman 
ijnyasion, and are mentioned in Roman History. Tradition has it that they 
were originally of Roman extraction, through some intermarriage with a 
Roman soldier. Mr. Rowland BE. Evans of Philadelphia has prepared an 
elaborate document on the subject, and traces this family through many 
generations, back to Mervyn Vrych, King of Man, who was killed In battle 
with the King of Mercia A. D. 864. Mervyn married Essylt, daughter and 
sole heiress of Conan Tyndaethwy, King of Wales, who died 818-20, Both 
Mervyn, and Essylt trace their descent from Lludd, King of Britain, brother 
of Cuswallon the chief who resisted the invasion of Caesar, before the Christian 
era. (Notes made by Mrs Wm Parker Faulke, dec’d.) 

The Welsh descent of this line rung as follows:

Many of this family immigrated to Va, and from that State to Albemarle 
at a very early date. The earliest known settler in Va was William Evans, 
who was a subject in the Colony at Jamestown Jan 1609-Nov 1609. (Browns 
Geneses to America.) Richard Evans age 35 came to America in “Neptune” 
1618. He was probably father, or gr-father of the Richard who died in Perg 
1693. Wm Evans passenger for Va, in “Primrose” July 1635, - under Comd 
of Capt Douglas. Jo Evans was transported to Va in Thomas & John from 
Gravesend Eng, Jan 6, 1635. Richard Evans arrived in Va in “Temperance” 
from Newfoundland 1619 Comd by Lt Gilbert Peppet. Another Richard was 
trans’ to Accomac Co Va June 25, 1625, by Wm Andrews. Among the living 
Feb 16, 1623 (after the Indian massacre of Mar 22, 1622) “at Elizabeth Cittye”

William, & Lawrence Evans, to Gloucester Co, Va, July 16, 1652. Thomag 
Evans arrived in Va, with Wm Jones of Northampton Co, July 24, 1645, ang 
settled on Hungars Creek. (Hotten.) Peter Evans of the Island of Barbadoy 
apt’ friend Henry Jones of same, his Att’ to ack’ a “release of land in Isle of 
Wight Co Va,” “unto Levin Buffkin, John Knowles, & Elizabeth Outland, In. 
habitants of Virginia.” 18, 6mo 1664, (Isle of Wight records.) 

Phillip Evans of Plymouth, Mercht made an assignment of goods, in Warrick 
Crick Bay, Dec 20, 1667. (Isle of Wight records.) 

Benjamin Evans, & Faith his wife, of Charles City Co Va, deeded land jn 
Isle of Wight Co, to Thomas Sharp of Surry Co, 365a on Nottoway River, 
June 12, 1724. (Great Book Isle of Wight Co.) 

Abraham Evans with wife Elizabeth was living in Surry Co Va, July 7, 
1685. He died about this time, & she Executed his Estate. 

William Evans had grt for land in Isle of Wight Co, 100a, 1713. (Land 
book 7-.) 

Benjamin Evans had grt for land in Isle of Wight Co, 375a, 1713. (Land 
book 7-.) 

‘Benjamin Evans had grt for land, 300a in Prince George Co Va, 1705. 

— Peter Evans immigrated to Va 1650, with the Woolard family, and settled in 
Northumberland Co, bringing with him wife Elizabeth, and children: Peter (2) 
John, & Richard, and one dau Sarah. His will was p in Richmond Co 1706, 
naming the same children, & wife. It is thought that his son Peter moved 
to Hertford Co N.C. He sold to Charles Merritt, ‘4% of 600a upon Deep Creek, 
up Chowanoak River” (Chowan) Mar 16, 1707. (This land was in Hertford 
Co.); His descendants will be treated later.

John Evans was grt 400a in Albemarle, Dec 29, 1718, adj John Jordan Jr, 
He very probably migrated to Perq Precinct, with the Jordans, who came 
from Isle of Wight Co, John Jordan Sr m Ruselak Elett (Elliott) Aug 10, 
1690. He is thought to be a son of Richard Jordan of Isle of Wight Co Va, 

*A deed was made by him of 50a to “my son and dau John Evans, & 


™ Jean his wife,” on Ducking Stool Branch, July 15, 1717. He became a Quaker 


in Nansemond Co, 8, 11mo 17098, 

John Evans, who resided in Chowan County will p Jan 15, 1739, names sons; 
John (to whom he left “plan’ whereon I now live’) Thomas, & Benjamin, 
dau’s Jane, Mary & Rachel Evans, wife Jane. Wit’ by John Evans (son) & 
Charles Jordan (Probably bro-in-law). John, & Benjamin Evans were both ot 
age before 1718.

His will p in Albemarle, Oct 2, 1693 
names sons: Jonathan, & Richard, dau’s Rabakah, & Ann, wife Elizabeth, 
who m 2d Jeames Old Sept 11, 1694, Elizabeth Evens was a headright of 
Join Lee, who received a grt for land in Nansemond Co Va, on E side of 
Summerton Creek, April 3, 1694. The name “Eivens” according to the old 
Welsh spelling was used by Richard in his will 1693. He “Departed this Life” 
May 20,1693. As no mention of a birth date is given in Berkeley Par Reg, for 
the three eldest children, we are led to believe they were born in Va, before 
moving to N. C. Ann (d of Richard Evans, & wife Elizabeth) was b Nov 4, 
1685—-2 Sarah, b Aug 30, 1693. She being born three months after his death 
jg not named in his will, but her mother in a deed in Pera made provision 
for her, equal with the others.

Jonathan Evans (1) Richard (1) m Mary Luten (d of Thomas, of Chowan

{41a in Pera, Nov 22, 1714 in the fork of Castletons Creek. He bought 275a 
from Thomas Harvey, & Elizabeth his wife, on S. W. Side of Perq River, adj 
Henry Clayton, Elizabeth French, & John Pettiver, Elizabeth French is 
thought to be his mother, (her 3d husband being Richard French). Court 
was held at her house in Perq, for a number of years. Court was also held 
at the house of Jonathan Evans, seemingly the same place. Jonathan Evans 
certainly had one son William, who is named in his mothers will p in Perq 
Mar 7, 1723, and other records show that they had two dau’s: Mary, m 
Thomas Burket before Oct 15, 1752, and Elizabeth, who m Thomas Houghton 
of Chowan Co, before Apl 18, 1743, at which time her father was dec’d. 
"Thomas Luten of Chowan Co, deeded to his dau Mary Evans, 200a of land 
in said Co, called “Sandy Point” 1718. She had granted to her 300a in Perq 
Co, by Lords Proprietors, on Little River, adj Capt John Hecklefield, and her 
son William was living on said land Jan 4, 1728, to Jan 20, 1728/9. He 
conveyed this land to John Stepney, Nov 5, 1729 “Jand patented by my mother 
Mary Evans April 20, 1719,” on Little River, adj William Godfrey. Another 
deed was made by him of 225a, to Col Richard Sanderson, adj land of Col 
Hecklefield dee’d, Jonathan & Mary (Luten) Evans, had besides son William, 
certainly one dau Sarah, b Feb 26, 1717/8. (Berkeley Par Reg.) According 
to these deeds the Evans land lay near the mouth of Little River, around 
the town of same name, on South west side of the River, 

It is an unfortunate fact that neither Jonathan, or William Evans his son 
made wills in Perg, therefore their descendants are vague, and uncertain. 
The early persons of this name in Perg, adhered to the Quaker faith, but 
after a few years they are found with wives of other denominations, and in 
this way lost caste with the Quaker Church. It is thought, but not proven, 
that there was at an early date an intermarriage of some Evans with a Harvey 
lady, or a descendant of some Harvey line, as the name of Miles, and Harvey 


continued as a given name in the Evang family for many generations. Thig 
connection probably came down from Miles Harvey, as both those namey 
figure In the line of Evans, who went west, even to the present day. 

As both Jonathan, & William Evans are not available for descent, we have 
to depend on Peter Evans of Bertie Co for our next move downwards, It 
seems very certain that his descendants came over to Perg, and from them a 
straight line can be traced. Peter Evans of Bertie, lived near Ahoskie, and 
sold to William Evans (probably our own William, son of Jonathan) 100a 
of land on Catawaske Swamp, Hertford Co, April 19, 1715, and also deeded 
235a to his son Robert, on So side of Petty Shore (same Co) on same date, 
Robert Evans with consent of wife Ann, gold 100a on West Shore, to John 
Wood, “whereon I now live’ Mar 19, 1719. He later assigned 640a on South 
side of Ahosky Swamp, to Peter Parker, Oct 16, 1720. Ann Evans appears 
as Admix of her dec’d husband Robert Evans, May 1746. (Her son Robert, 
inherited land in Perg, trom John Perrjpho, and it is probable ‘that he moved 
to Perq, to take possession of this property. His will, p in Perq Jan 1758, 
names sons: John, Robert, and dau’s: Sarah Griffin, Elizabeth, & Mary Evang, 
gr-children: Demsey, Aaron, Robert, & Huldah Blanchard.—His inventory, 
Jan 7, 1758. Robert Evans Ex, This proves that his son Robert was over 
21 years of age at this time. 

Robert Evans Sr appears on Tax list of Seth Sumner, 1765 with 425a of 
land in Perq Co. Thomas, John, Joseph, & William Evans on same list, one 
poll. John Evans had 116a, Joseph 370a, & Thomas 116a in Piney Woods 
District, 1791. :

Enclose an unsealed 
letter with your request addressed to the person you are looking for. The SSA will read this letter 
to determine if its purpose meets their “humanitarian” guidelines (see Appendix C - Figures 26 
and 27). 


The SSA is not a mailing service. You can only use this route one time per person being sought. 
The entire process can take anywhere from three to thirty-six weeks and they will usually advise 
_ you of the outcome in writing. A small fee may be charged. 


If you are fairly certain the person you are looking for either has been (or is in) the military, the 
following organizations provide a similar service:

agency, I knew what to ask and they provided me with this information. As a result, we can 
conclude that my grandfather died sometime between 1953 and 1957 - (ten years before my birth, 
plus or minus two years to allow for errors). 


With a partial name and a fairly precise date of death, I can do several things: 


1) Contact the National Locator Service and request a death claims search based ona 
partial name (P, or A. Hennessey) with an approximate date of death (1953 - 1957) 
“and a geographic area (Iowa). 


2) Write the Iowa Department of Vital Statistics and request a death certificate for 
either an P. or A. Hennessey who died between 1953 and 1957. My request will state 
judicial need as the basis of my request and include a self-addressed-stamped- 
envelope (SASE). 


3) Senda letter to every newspaper in Grundy County Iowa, asking for obituaries of 
persons fitting this description (see Appendix C Figure 25). A local library or 
support group may be able to provide the appropriate addresses. 


By doing these things, I now stand a good chance of getting a copy of my grandfather's obituary 
and death certificate. These documents should provide a great deal of information, including the 
names of my mother (his daughter) and my grandmother. Then, I should be able to locate my 
birthmother using other sources provided in this chapter (ie. National Locator Service, city 
directories, school records, neighbors, etc..). 


This example shows how even the smallest shreds of data can suddenly become very important. 
As you move through your own search, you will be solving the greatest mystery of your life. Being 
persistent and having fun with it will make the process more enjoyable and dramatically increase 
your chances of success! 


Social Security Records 


Since almost everyone has a social security number, it is likely that the Social Security 
Administration (SSA) will have employment records and a home address of the person(s) you are 
looking for; especially if they are receiving benefits. 


While the SSA will not allow you to contact a person directly, they will forward mail to them for 
“humanitarian purposes”. This includes matters of medical urgency, legal proceedings, inherit- 
ance or estate settlement. Genealogical search is usually not considered to be sufficient cause.

Instructions: Show the name, Last Known Address (LKA), and any information 
you have which will help the reader determine if he or she is the person 
being searched for. Since many individuals carry the same name, it is 
necessary to identify the particular individual by using a prior home 
address, high school or college attended, or other personal information.

It is for this reason each listing is 
expanded to two lines if necessary.

The Historical Basis for 


Eugenia Price’s 
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MARY EVANS: WOMAN OF SUBSTANCE* 


By PATRICIA C. GRIFFIN

A last will and testament, and subsequent inventory of possessions, 
are more than dry legal documents. Together they picture an indi- 
vidual’s life, hope, dreams, and disappointments. A number of such 
documents for any one time and place illuminates the history of a 

community.? 

This account of the life of Mary Evans as she surfaces in the offi- 
cial Spanish documents from 1784 until her death in 1792 exemplifies 
the life of St. Augustine during the last third of the 18th century.” 
From 1763, when Mary came to Florida with her first husband, to 

1792, when she died, Mary lived the life of her times. But, more than 
most of her female contemporaries, she enjoyed a unique position in 
this frontier town. 

Our narrative starts in 1763 at the time when England had just 

acquired the Floridas. Mary Evans, daughter of Susan and Richard 
Evans, born and bred in South Carolina, was living with her first hus- 
| band in Havana.? Mary, then 33 years old, and her husband, whose 
last name was Fenwick, were probably one of the first couples to im- 
; migrate to the new British territory. They entered a chaotic situation 
as the Spaniards evacuated after a 200-year reign over the POE 
and British military and civil population began to increase. 
i Sometime between 1763 and 1778, probably closer to the begin- 
ning of this period, Fenwick died and Mary married Joseph Peavett, 
a native of England, four years her junior. Peavett was a Roman 
Catholic.‘ Mary, a Protestant, did not elect to convert to Catholicism 
during her second marriage. 

Mary’s alliance with Peavett was a fortunate match. During the 
early years of the British period Peavett was a sergeant in the British 
service acting as paymaster for the troops in East Florida. As the 
| American Revolution accelerated, Tory refugees swarmed into still 


| *The recent novel, Maria, by the noted author Eugenia Price is based on the life 
| of Mary Evans — the subject of this paper. 
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loyal East Florida. In no time the population doubled, then tripled, and 
finally swelled to more than five times its pre-boom level.’ Peavett 
chose this opportunity to leave the service in order to expand his 
business interests. By the end of the British period he had accumulated 
2.110 acres, a house and property in St. Augustine, 57 slaves, a white 
servant, four horses, one cow and three calves.* As owner of more than 
500 acres of land he qualified for and was elected to the lower house 
of the General Assembly, first convened in 1781.’ During this time he 
became an Officer in the militia judging by the title of Captain which 
he bears in the documents. He had come far for a man whose military 
rank upon arrival would suggest rather humble beginnings. 

Peavett did not achieve this success alone. After he bought the 
house and property across from the barracks on St. Francis Street 
(the property now known as the Oldest House), he and Mary oper- 
ated an inn for the officers of the garrison. Apparently, this was a 
combination food store, tavern and boarding house. According to 
Peavett’s good friend and fellow tradesman, Bernardo Segui, the 
Peavetts made “good money selling to the troops following 1778 and 
1779.”8 In addition to helping to operate the hostelry, Mary worked 
as a midwife, one of the few respectable occupations open to women 
at that time. Jorge Fleming, an Irish merchant and captain of the 
militia, mentioned that she “collaborated very well in the business 
with money she used to earn froin her services as midwife.’”® 

In the western world, prior to the early twentieth century, babies 
were customarily delivered by midwives. Although a few male mid- 
wives achieved fame,'? midwives were usually women, mostly middle- 
aged, their skill learned by experience, perhaps through assisting older, 
more knowledgeable women. 

Mary was in the proper age bracket to be a midwife, and being 
childless and without encumbrance, was able to speed to a woman’s 
bedside on short notice. 

What women did she serve, and how did her occupation affect her 
social, position? Evidence suggests that she limited her practice to 
English women. Four depositions filed in 1808, sixteen years after 
Mary’s death, mentioned her prominent position and industry, and 
the great respect she enjoyed as a midwife. The deposition of Bernardo 
Segui (a Minorcan), stated, “Dojia Maria Evans was well-known 
among the English as a midwife and became very famous after her 
marriage with Peavett.”" 

Unlike medical practitioners of the present day, skill alone did not 
determine the clientele. So intimate an occasion as a birthing required 
religious and national credentials as well. Two hundred years ago the 
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fear of witchcraft was pervasive in all groups, and trust in a midwife 
was an important consideration since it was ‘‘well-known” that viscera 
of unbaptized babies were part of the witches’ brew.'? On a less occult 
level, the midwife represented the mother figure, being usually, given 
the short average lifespan of the times, one of the few surviving 
women of the older generation of a group. Thus, it is quite probable 
that Mary’s wisdom and skill as a midwife was used exclusively by 
the women of the English group. 

As the wife of one of the province’s best citizens, Mary’s position 
was secure during the British period. Her own prestige as a midwife 
added lustre to her marriage, and on a psychological level, being child- 
less, at that time a sorrowful state for a woman, she gained vicarious 
satisfaction by delivering the babies of others. 

If the years of her second marriage were the most productive of her 
life, her last six years (1786-1792) were easily the most exciting and 
eventful. 

Joseph Peavett died on April 24, 1786, at the age of 52. No record 
has been found of the cause of his death, but since few men lived into 
their fifties in this era, his death was hardly untimely. Perhaps the 
close of his life was hastened by the turmoil of the times. By the terms 
of the Second Treaty of Paris in 1783, Florida was returned to Spain, 
and a large part of the English population moved to other British 
possessions. Those who did stay were either large property holders or 
Roman Catholics, the only religion countenanced by the Spanish 
Crown. Joseph Peavett declared both Catholicism and large property 
holdings in the 1784 census. At that time he and Mary were still living 
in the house across from the barracks, but whether they continued to 
run an inn for the newly-arrived Spanish garrison as they had for the 
British is questionable. During the years that the Peavetts prospered 
they had altered and enlarged the house, increasing both its value and 
liveability.** : 

By 1786 many of the English had retreated to their holdings on the 
North and St. Johns rivers, where they could observe the new govern- 
ment from a safe distance, and even plot to recoup the province in 
order to safeguard their own property.’ Peavett chose to remain in 
town, one might guess because his Catholicism made the Spanish 
dominion less a threat to him than to many of his compatriots, or 
perhaps because his city holdings were in more jeopardy than his 
plantations. 

Thus, in 1786 Mary found herself a widow, albeit a prosperous one, 
56 years old, living in a chaotic bilingual town. By the end of that 
year she had. made two decisions which altered the course of her life. 
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-After years of marriage to Peavett during which she chose not to con- 


vert to her husband’s religion, by late November of the year of his 
death she was baptized in the Catholic faith. Her conversion may have 
been more an adaptation to the new requirements imposed by the 
Spanish regime than to any move to honor her late husband. Or, per- 
haps, her conversion was to accommodate John Hudson, an Irish 
Catholic whom she married on November 28, 1786. 

John Hudson had come from Havana to St. Augustine at the be- 
ginning of the Second Spanish Period. He was 28 years old at the time 
of his marriage to Mary, a full 28 years her junior. Before concluding 
that Mary’s third marriage was an unusual one in terms of this age 
difference, a look at her contemporaries in St. Augustine discloses 
some amazing facts. Hasset’s census'® shows 109 married couples 
living in St. Augustine in 1786. Twenty-five of the wives were forty 
years of age, or older. Of these, eleven, or nearly half, were married 
to men seven years or more their junior. As we can see, when Mary 
walked down the street, nearly every other older married woman she 
met had a young husband also. 

If this May-September marriage did not stand out as different in 
this respect, it was for other reasons remarkable. John Hudson, from 
every description we have of him, and it is considerable, was a prof- 
ligate wastrel. In the first two years of their marriage he, through 
dissipation and extravagance, plunged the couple deeply in debt. By 
January of 1789, creditors began to file suits to recoup their money, 
which came to the not inconsiderable amount of 4,845.6 pesos. Most 
of the debts were owed to merchants or tradesmen, but I.0.U.s to 
Diego Clark, a tavern keeper, and William MacHenry, a seller of rum 
and beer, tell the rest of the story. 

Defaulting on debts is bad enough in good times; in hard times it is 
disastrous. By 1786, St. Augustine was in a recession, severe even for 
a town which had never known affluence. The Spanish Crown had all 
but forgotten its new possession, and through a series of mishaps — 
revocation of credit, wrangles over the budget, proscrastination, un- 
predictable shipping, and deaths of key officials — the town became 
destitute.!* With a shortage of cash, creditors clamored for the repay- 
ment of debts. John Hudson was easily the most notorious debtor in 
town, and his creditors were astute enough to know that there were 
capital resources behind his debts. 

The creditors first requested that Governor Zéspedes rent the 
Negroes owned by John and Mary to Bernard O'Callahan for a period 
of five years for 1;365 pesos payable every six months, this amount to 
be divided among the creditors, with 365 pesos to be subtracted from 
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this for the support of the Hudsons.’* Later, the governor agreed to a 
request by John Hudson that the plantation (presumably the largest 
one, named New Waterford in honor of Hudson’s birthplace in Ire- 
land) be completely turned over to Bernard O’Callahan, the over- 
seer, and that he pay the creditors out of the proceeds. 

By October 2, 1789, Mary, in exasperation, wrote the governor 
saying that O’Callahan was not paying the creditors as agreed, and 
asked that the plantation be returned to her so that she and John 
could run it and assume the responsibility of paying the creditors 
during the ensuing five years. That O'Callahan was owed back wages 
by John and Mary may explain his handling of the situation. 

The creditors, desperate for their money, made a counter request 
for payment in full within three days. This move was an attempt to 
force the governor to impound the Hudsons’ property for sale to 
satisfy the outstanding debts. 

Forced into bankruptcy situation, the couple retained Francisco 
Fatio and Pedro Cocifacio to represent them.*® On their advice Hud- 
son agreed to the sale of some of Mary’s furniture and tools, which 
yielded 143 pesos. This sale brought forth a rash of new creditors 
asking for payment of old bills. 

The Hudsons again wrote to the governor protesting these bills, 
implying by their request that some of these duns might be false. They 
asked that impartial arbiters be named to study these requests. Sub- 
sequently, Governor Zéspedes named Jorge Fleming and Joseph Mur- 
ray, a newcomer to town, to examine the accounts. 

It is at this point, late in 1789, that a shift occurred, and Mary 
took over the negotiations. It was she who reviewed the arbiters’ re- 
port in December which stated that while there were possible overages 
in the accounts, they were largely due to the “Laws of Commerce.” 
Mary made a verbal agreement to pay within three days, but stub- 
bornly refused to sign any document. 

All this, interestingly enough, took place at her plantation house. 
Had she, to escape the uncomfortable scandal, moved out of town for 
the time being? 

At this crucial point, charges and counter charges began to fly. 
Governor Zéspedes, obviously feeling at a loss without a legal officer 
in his official coterie, proposed sending the whole case to Havana for 
disposition. The counsel for the creditors, absolutely furious, accused 
the Hudsons of being antagonistic and in contempt of court. Zéspedes 
moved quickly to refer the case to Don Joseph Mariano de Zéspedes,”” 
lawyer for the Royal Audiencia in Havana. In the meantime, the 
governor ordered that the properties be rented.

Word came back from Havana suggesting that new arbiters be 
assigned to review and clear the accounts, and instructing that the 
property and slaves of the Hudsons be sold at auction to settle the 
accounts. 

Fatio again accepted the role of counsel for the Hudsons, even 
though he averred that “the decree from Havana was nothing but 
words written on a piece of paper.” Pompously, he added that the 
case was sent to Havana entirely without his counsel. He believed 
that the case had gotten out of hand, becoming much too complex, 
when instead the matter should have been settled out of court be- 
tween the parties. He obviously held no brief for Hudson who, he 
thought, should have paid his own debts instead of getting into Pea- 
vett’s estate. In a last attempt to save Mary’s estate, he mentioned that 
Peavett had heirs in England who had not yet received their share 
of the estate and, therefore, that everything done to date was invalid. 
Because Peavett had made no will, and Mary was childless, it was 
even possible that the whole estate belonged to Peavett’s sister in Eng- 
land. He ended his letter by saying that he really should not continue 
in this disgusting case because of his age (67 years) and his many 
other occupations. 

Zéspedes was clearly worried by Fatio’s implication that the case 
had not been properly handled, and he again referred it to Havana 
for clarification. Havana answered that the Laws of the Indies pro- 
hibited the inheritance of an estate of a foreigner by heirs outside the 
country. Additionally, if a man died without a will, it was the wife 
who inherited. 

By the time this reply reached St. Augustine, Zéspedes had de- 
parted. The new governor, Quesada, minced no words. He advised 
the Hudsons to pay their creditors within three days, and when they 
did not do so, he declared them in contempt of court and ordered an 
auction. 

John and Mary found themselves in a predicament. The town house 
in which they lived was to be sold, as well as all of the plantation 
property except New Waterford. Also left for their use was a small 
house on Marine Street, into which they moved many of their effects 
while they waited for the property sale. We have no inkling of Mary’s 
feelings about the decimation of her property, although she can hard- 
ly have been pleased. Hudson reacted with his customary crass im- 
pudence, setting in motion a series of events disastrous for him and 
his wife. 

On August 16, 1790, less than a month after Quesada’s fiat, Hudson 
saw an edict posted in the plaza directing all foreign residents to 
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assemble at nine in the morning for the purpose of swearing fidel- 
ity to the Spanish Crown.” In the company of friends, he was on his 
way to a billiard parlor “to be a little happy.” His Irish temper 
aroused by the new order to swear allegiance to a government which 
was even then in the process of dissolving his estate, he tore down the 
edict, and according to the testimony of four Spanish witnesses, made 
the indecent motion of wiping his backside with the piece of paper. 
A bystander promised to inform the authorities of this action, to 
which Hudson shrugged his shoulders nonchalantly. However, he did 
obtain a tack inside the billiard parlor and presumably followed by an 
interested audience (confirmed by the number of men later giving 
depositions in the case), he again tacked up the crumpled paper. 

John told a different story. He had waited outside the notary’s of- 
fice on August 14th, and when the notary came out with papers in 
his hand, he had asked if he could see anything that was decreed 
against his property. The notary replied that he would see such papers 
when they were posted, and not before. Two days later, while walking 
with John Purcell, he (Hudson) detached an edict and then picked 
it up and asked Purcell to translate it. Purcell, according to Hudson, 
said that it “had nothing to do” with the impending property auction. 
Whereupon Hudson carefully dusted the paper on his pants, entered 
the billiard parlor, obtained a tack, and reaffixed the edict. 

The Spanish Colonial government did not take lightly such action 
against its authority. Retribution was swift and sure. Hudson was 
put into stocks at.the Guard House. Mary tried valiantly to secure 
John’s release, but instead, he was placed in a cell at the Castillo to 
await trial. 

For a month John remained in the Castillo. On September 17th the 
Escribano, accompanied by Gabriel Perpall** as interpreter, went to 
the Castillo to inform Hudson of the sale of the houses and slaves. 
They then progressed to Mary’s house where they repeated their of- 
ficial announcement. 

Judging by the records, the Hudsons’ affairs were the news topic 
of the day. Six days after the completion of the auction, Hudson’s 
trial took place. Overtones of Spanish-English cleavage were apparent 
in the testimony. Those giving depositions against Hudson were all 
Spaniards, while those in his favor were English. 

With the help of Luis Fatio, who had assumed the role of counsel 
in his father’s place, John and Mary made an eloquent plea for 
justice. Hudson excused his actions on the basis of drunkenness and 
distraction over his financial affairs, and promised “to live more sub- 
missive and regulated in the future.” Unswayed by this rhetoric, 
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-Governor Quesada condemned Hudson to four years banishment 
from the city; he was not to come closer than twenty miles. Also, he 
and Mary were ordered to pay the court costs. This was on September 
23, 1790. 

Hudson moved to New Waterford, just beyond the twenty-mile 
limit imposed by Quesada, where he died nine months later, on June 
27, 1791. Although the cause of his death is not recorded, a plausible 
guess is that his dissolute life caught up with him. 

Mary died on September 30, 1792, at the age of sixty-two. She 
was at New Waterford at the time, and recognizing her impending 
death, she called for Thomas Hassett, the parish priest. Hassett has- 
tened to New Waterford taking with him three “‘respectable witnesses” 
— Thomas Travers, Gerardo Forrester and John Tate — “due to the 
remoteness of the place and no other persons were available there 
and because of the rapidity of her illness which later provoked her 
death which gave no time to come to the city for the only Escribano 
[notary] available there.”?? 

The will itself, written on the day before Mary’s death and signed 
in a shaky hand, is a confused and contradictory document, a conse- 
quence, we guess, of the haste in which it was composed. Three years 
before, on January 16, 1789, Mary and John Hudson had framed 
a joint will leaving the estate to the surviving spouse.?* Now it was 
necessary for Mary to name her own heirs. 

Obvious in the final will are her feelings of obligation to her second 
husband; to her friends, especially those in the younger generation; to 
her slaves; and to her adopted religion. Mary named as first heir Mary 
Louise Peavett, her second husband’s sister, with the provision Miss 
Peavett or her heirs must be found within a two-year period to qualify 
as legatees. Otherwise, the bulk of the estate was to go to Father 
Thomas Hassett. 

However, in another section of the will she left New Waterford to 
John Tate and the rest of her lands (those which had previously be- 
longed to Peavett) to Dr. Thomas Travers. Travers was a medical 
doctor attached to the Spanish garrison. Evidently he had been a friend 
of Mary and Joseph Peavett, and possibly Mary had collaborated with 
him in her practice of midwifery. 

Tate had’a special relationship with Mary, close to that of an 


‘adopted child. At the time of the 1786 census he was listed in the 


household of Mary and John Hudson as sixteen-year-old apprentice. 
Perhaps he was orphaned, as his younger brother, James, is also 
listed as an apprentice in another household in the same census. Later 
documentation on the land claim of New Waterford notes that “John 
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E. Tate resided with her [Mary Evans] during his minority.”?* In addi- 
tion to willing him the principal plantation, she bequeathed him six 
chairs and a bed with all the trimmings noting this as ‘contrary to 
custom.””?° 

Mary’s other possessions were to be inventoried and sold. From the 
proceeds 50 pesos each were to be given to her three godchildren. One 
was Mary MacGirt, then sixteen years old, niece of the famous outlaw, 
Dan MacGirt. The second was eleven-year-old Isabelle Hill, daughter 
of an American. The third godchild, Juan Joseph Palma, illuminates 
the complex web of relationships in Mary’s life. He was the son of 
Mary’s town neighbor, Antonio Palma, the same man who filed one 
of the depositions against John Hudson in the edict case. He, along 
with many of Mary’s friends, had sat helplessly by as John Hudson 
went through her fortune and brought disgrace on her house. 

In her will she granted freedom to four of her slaves. Pedro, Sara 
and Fibi were all in their seventies, but San Juan, a minor, was to be 
kept by Father Hassett for seven years and then set free. 

In a codicil added later, Mary expressed the wish that her 16 other 
slaves not be sold, but remain at New Waterford to live off the produce 
of the land and to work for John Tate who would be responsible for 
them. 

As an afterthought she asked that her best clothing be given to 
Mary MacGirt, and the rest distributed to “my negroes.” 

Mary ordered masses to be said for herself, Peavett, and Hudson, 
and further stipulated that her and Hudson’s burial expenses be paid 
out of the estate.?° In accordance with her request, she was buried in 
the cemetery of the Parochial Church (now known as Tolomato 
Cemetery) .?7 

After the will was written, it was read back to Mary, and she was 
told that some of the clauses were not clear. Mary explained to the 
others that she had talked with Father Hassett and found that he had 
reservations about accepting an inheritance when the existence of 
Peavett’s heirs was still in question. 

Back in St. Augustine the will was questioned on several counts. 
To the officials it seemed highly irregular that three out of the four 
witnesses — Hassett, Tate and Travers — were named beneficiaries 
of the dying woman. To the fourth witness, Gerardo Forrester, fell the 
burden of showing the integrity of the happenings during Mary’s last 
two days of life. 

As the litigation progressed, it was ascertained that Hassett as a 
cleric could not inherit private property. Unclear, too, was whether 
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Mary’s failure to name Tate and Travers among the principal heirs 
negated the section bequeathing them lands. 

Jorge Fleming and Juan Leslie as executors of the estate had a dif- 
ficult time probating the will, and as a result, the case dragged on for 
almost three decades (until July 13, 1819), by which time several 
of the principals, Travers for example, had died. Tate continued to 
live and work the lands at New Waterford and finally inherited the 
property. Travers’ heirs also inherited the other lands near present 
day Julington Creek. Peavett’s heirs were not found, Hassett was ruled 
out as an heir, and the remainder of the estate, probably mostly cash, 
finally reverted to the Spanish Crown. 


The Inventory 


G.W. Stone has recently noted that ‘inventories were designed to 
record the decedent’s economic assets, and this is what they best 
reveal.’’ But, the inventory can provide other information as well, and 
the same author states, ‘‘The quality of information we retrieve from in- 
ventories is very dependent on the skill with which we frame the ques- 
tions...We should approach inventories...as students of behavior.2: 

Mary’s inventory clearly reveals that even despite the earlier sales 
to satisfy creditors, she remained a wealthy woman for her place and 
time.?° She still owned a house in town, another lot, a thousand acre 
plantation, as well as other lands, twenty slaves, and a quantity of 
personal property. 

Along with land, personal belongings speak of affluence. Gold rings, 
fine gloves, kid skin shoes, and clothes of silk — blouses, scarves, 
skirts, one lined in blue — dressed Mary appropriately for any social 
event in the 18th century St. Augustine. Her collection of silverware 
compares favorably with that of others of high station in the town, 
such as Francisco Sanchez.*” Furniture was perhaps the clearest mark 
of high status,*’ and Mary’s remaining houses were both well furnished 
with mahogany pieces in spite of the earlier furniture sale. The coun- 
try place held the fully equipped old mahogany bed which was likely 
the one willed to John Tate. There was also a mahogany secretary 
and table, as well as some pine furniture. The town house was more 
lavishly furnished with over a dozen mahogany pieces and some addi- 
tional pine and cypress furniture. 

Some insight into the question as to whether Mary spent her last 
years on the plantation or in town is provided by the inventory. The 
farmhouse was a simple wooden one containing a parlor and two 
rooms, and possessed one chimney. The town house on Marine Street, 
although not as fine as the one the Hudsons lost, was of tabby and 
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wood, two stories in height, and possessed two chimneys, one of 
which was in the attached kitchen. 

But it is in the contents of the houses that a possible answer lies. 
The furnishings and effects, and the clothing and adornments, listed 
for the town house are much more numerous and lavish than those 
found in the rural dwelling. More than three times as many ceramic 
pieces were in the town house, and most of the silverware was there 
as well. If, in fact, the tea set and accompanying spoons, which may 
have traveled with her, are deducted, the vast majority of her table- 
ware and silver was in town. So were over two-thirds of her books. 

On the other hand, the farmhouse contained the necessities and 
clothes for an elemental existence. On this basis one might assume 
that Mary’s base continued to be the town house, and that she just 
happened to be at New Waterford at the time of her final illness and 
death. However, we cannot entirely rule out the possibility that Mary 
chose to spend her last days in a simple environment. 

Mary’s husbands left some imprint on the inventory. We find two 
horses, more than seven years old, marked with Peavett’s brand. 
One cow, also, is branded “I.P.”. The old sabers in a trunk at New 
Waterford must have belonged to either Peavett or Hudson. The ac- 
coutrements for liquor service — the serving tray, the punch ladle, the 
silver bottle tags — may have been left over from the days when Mary 
and her second husband ran the inn, or they may be latter day artifacts 
of Hudson’s dissipation. The small figure of St. Patrick perhaps speaks 
of Hudson’s Catholic Irish heritage. The collection of black clothes in 
an old trunk in town is mute evidence of mourning for three husbands. 

Other hints of daily life abound. Mary died soon after the summer 
harvest and before the fall planting. Stored crops included 140 bushels 
of corn and eight bushels of beans. About 16 bushels of sweet potatoes 
were ready for the fall planting. Each cow had a calf, and the sow had 
a piglet. Chickens, geese, turkeys and Muscovy ducks wandered about 
the barnyard. Mary was able to tell time by the sundial in the garden, 
and a parrot added liveliness to her days. 

Three families of slaves were left, and there were eight single 
slaves, mostly elderly men and women. The advanced age of some — 
five of them were above seventy — speaks of Mary’s care and concern 
for their welfare, as do the provisions of her will. Her Negro nurse, 
Isabel, handed two of Mary’s rings over to Father Hassett in a recipro- 
cal evidence of trust. The slaves frequently bore names which have a 
strange ring today: Zambo, Pender, Sisa, Fibi, Ebron and Congo. 
Other names, both Spanish and English, appear in the list. 
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- Particularly when in town, Mary was well equipped to entertain in 
style with her silver, china and crystal. A perusal of the list suggests a 
table set for good company, good food, and good wine, and lighted 
by the two small crystal lamps. 

Mary’s adherence to her English heritage is evident in the fact that 
the papers listed in the inventory were in the English language, as 
were all 75 of her books, a substantial library for that era. 

Mary Evans lived a full and eventful life. She used her medical 
knowledge to serve the women of the town, added grace to the lives 
of three husbands, lived through the turbulent times of East Florida 
under two crowns, and, we would like to believe, faced the consid- 
erable vicissitudes of her own life with equanimity.

October 19, 1792. I, Don Jose Antonio de Iguinez, by virtue of the commission 
conferred upon me by the Governor and Commanding General of the City 
went to the plantation called New Waterford to inventory the estate of Dona 
Maria Evans accompanied by two witnesses, Don Antonio Palma and Don 
Jose Maria Villar, and in the presence of Don Juan Leslie and Don Jorge Flem- 
ing, executors of the deceased, proceeded as follows:

After the death of Lemuel Jackson Evans, Eliza Snow Evans moved 
back to Janes County, MS, where she is found in the 1850 census 


living next to her brother William Snow, a farmer, b.circa 1820, 
and his family. Other members of her family appear to be Ercella 
Snow b.circa 1826, living with Rebecca & Rany Thomas in 1850, and 


Alexander Snow b.circa 1831 living with Dr. John Moody and his 
new bride Caroline [age 15] in 1850. John Snow died about 1841 
and apparently Elizabeth, his wife, had broken up housekeeping 


(or she, too, died before 1850. Her will is dated 1843) for she 
is not found in the Mississippi 1850 census, and the younger 
children are living with other families. Prior to the census of 


1860 Eliza Evans loaded her family and possessions into an ox 
cart and brought them to Palestine, Mobile County, Alabama, where 
members of her family had migrated. Tradition states her brother 
lived in the area, (Theophylus or "Bud" Snow, one of his sons 
named Ferdinand is buried in Howell Missionary Baptist Cemetery, 
George County, MS). She lived across Flat Creek near the Ryals 
and Dossett families. These names are common in the Jones County 
census from that era. It is probable that Eliza knew these 
people before moving to Alabama.

He enlisted in the CSA soon after marriage (although the 
obituary of his wife states 1861 the marriage license states 1862). 
Although no proof of this has been found, family tradition states 
that John Evans and a brother-in-law were captured at Vicksburg, MS. 
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They were released to go home. While walking from Vicksburg to 
Palastine, Mobile Co., AL, they camped by a spring. The following 
day they continued their journey, but were dismayed to discover at 
the end of the day they had merely returned to the same spring they 
had camped at the night before. When finally reaching home, Nancy 
was annoyed that her brother didn’t stop to speak to her, just 
continued to plod towards home. However, there is some question 
about John Evans fighting at Vicksburg for the unit he is supposed 
to have fought with did not fight at Vicksburg. More research is 
needed.
